Partisan politics reared its ugly head at Tuesday night’s Madi- 
son City Council meeting. 

Mayor John Bellcoff, who is retiring this year after 50 years 
of public service, used the council meeting as a platform to 
blast campaign literature circulated by the Positive Leadership 
Party, which is led by current alderman and mayoral candidate 
John Hamm ITI and includes three incumbent aldermen. 

Bellcoff is supporting the New Progressive Party, a ticket led 
by City Clerk Bill Wexner, Bellcoff’s daughter Norma is on the 
ticket as a candidate for alderman in the 2nd Ward. 

Bellcoff said he is ‘‘offended’’ by a letter circulated by the 
Positive Leadership Party and signed by Hamm which outlines 
the role of the current City Council in progress in the city over 
the last two years=™ 

The letter spécificdily mentions the $22 million improvement 
to Grteway International Raceway, the renovation of the Chain 
of Rocks Bridge, the city’s demolition of the old Dunbar School 
and a 90-cent to $1.35 reduction in the city’s tax rate. 

Bellcoff said that Hamm has been “‘acting like he’s mayor’’ 
for the last six or seven months. Bellcoff said that he himself 
“‘got the ball rolling’ on the recent developments.

The Pontoon Beach Village Board of Trustees on Tuesday 
adopted an ordinance that created a police msion fund effec- ry 
tive immediately for the community’s police lepartment. ? 

Madison County Auditor Fred Bathon, who helped village offi. 
cials draw up the ordinance, said officers who would be | i 
pating in the pension fund would have to have any contributions 
removed from the Illinois Municipal Retirement Fund and have 
them put directly into the pension fund. 

‘Bathon serves as village representative for the fund. E 

After reviewing reco: of the 11 police officers whose contri- 
butions are expected to transfer from IMRF, Bathon said he 
estimated the transfer amount to be about $102,321. The amount 
included contributions made by the officers between January 
1988. Dec. 31, 1996, he said. is 

aobording to a letter from Bathon regarding the pension, 
under the ordinance, police officers who become members of the 
Police Pension Fund still would retain their IMRF service cred

If the city does not do some 
thing to reverse the trend 
toward mostly rental housing, 
Melton said, it may soon 
become ‘‘a Section 8 housing 
community.” 

SELPH concentrated on the 

accomplishments of the past 
four years under his adminis- 
tration, including low unem- 
ployment, large investments in 
the community by industry 
and the demolition or repair of 
hundreds of deteriorating 
buildings. 
‘community spirit and com- 
munity pride is alive and well 
in Granite y,”’ Selph said 
“Let’s continue the progress of 
the last four years.” 

PARTNEY said the city has 
lost thousands of residents in 
the last seven years and dis- 
cussed plans for new residen- 
tial and commercial develop- 
ment as well as annexation to 
ease the property tax burden 
on residents 

“I love this city and the peo- 
ple in this city,’” Partney said. 
“But we must turn it around.” 

ON ECONOMIC DEVELOP- 
MENT — All four candidates 
discussed plans to broaden, the 
property tax base. Melton said 
he would utilize his leadership 
skills and “focus groups” that 
include local developers to 
determine which path to take 

“Local developers have a 
vested interest in the city,’’ 
Melton said. 

Selph said four manufactur- 
ing companies have expressed 
interest in building in the~pro- 
posed new tax increment 
finance district along Ilinois 3, 
and added that the city’s well- 
trained work force will be an

ment. 
“I see nothing but good 
things happening,’” Selph said 
Partmey said that economic 
development should be the 
mayor’s job — no one else's 
“‘Peopie want to meet the 
man who can say ‘yes’ or 
‘no’,”” Partney said, adding 
that he might hire a part-time 
assistant whose primary func- 
tion would be ribbon-cutting 
“‘There is no more crucial 
role for the mayor than for 
him to lead economic develop- 
ment,’’ Bowler said. he said 
the city needs to focus not only 
on attracting new business, but 
also on retention and expan. 
sion of existing business 
ON STAFFING — Selph not- 
ed that the police and fire 
departments have been bol- 
stered over the last four years, 
while the total number of city 
employees has been reduced 
“Public safety is of upmost 
importance in Granite City,” 
Selph said. 
Partney said he would hire a 
full-time city attorney and full-

department to assist on prop- 
erty inspections, assign a 


police officer full-time to child- 
abuse investigations, and 
demand eight hours of work 
for eight hours of pay 

Bowler said economic devel- 
opment and growth is the key 
to expanding vital services. He 
said he has not decided who he 
would appoint as department 
heads. 

“I will put together.the best 
team and forget personalities,” 
Bowler said. 

Melton said he does not fore- 
see any changes in emergency

ON TOWNSHIP GOVERN- 
MENT — Partney re-iterated 
his belief that eliminating 
township government woul: 
save taxpayers about $700,000 
a year without a reduction in 
services. He said the county, 
for example, could assess 
property for ‘about $7.50 per 
parcel, while the township bud- 
gets nearly $30 per parcel for 
the service 

Bowler said that township 
government ‘“‘is vital to our 
community’’, but that the cur- 
rent coterminous status of 
Granite City and its township 
is a hinderance to annexation 
and development.

Hamm acknowledged the may- 
or’s role ip the,progress, but 
noted that it could not have 
been done without the coopera- 
tion of the City Council 

Bellcoff said that Hamm set 
up a secret meeting with race- 
track developers and did not 
let Bellcoff know about the 
meeting. 

“The letter from the race- 
track people was addressed to 
me,” Bellcoff said. “But when 
I walked into City Hall, they 
were already done.” 

Bellcoff said City Attorney 
Casper Noghohossian has kept 
him “‘out of the loop” since he 
announced he would not seek 
re-election and the current 





council gave /him a $17,000 
raise 
Hamm said Bellcoff knew 


about the meeting in advance. 

“There was nothing secret 
about that meeting,’’ Hamm 
said a 

Bellcoff said Hamm, presi- 
dent of the Madison School 

Board for nine years, was 

responsible for ‘‘Funning the 
school district deep into~debt”’ 
and ‘driving residents from 
Madison with huge tax increas- 
es and bond issues for the 
school district.’” He also noted 
that current school board Pres- 
ident Sharon Cass is Hamm’s 
candidate for city clerk. 

Bellcoff noted that the school 
district’s tax rate when he 
retired as board president in 
1968 was $2.502 per $100 of 
assessed valuation 

“After nine years under Mr. 
Hamm, the tax rate was 
$5.6601,"" Belleoff said. ‘‘I will 
not let you destroy the city like 
you did the school district 
They laughed at me when I 
laid off city employees. But I 
did it to keep the city afloat.” 

Hamm said the school dis- 
trict’s financial woes were the 
result of a steady decline in 
state funding, and noted that 
the district is one of only a 
handful in the state that man- 
aged to be removed from the 
state’s certified ‘‘Watch List.” 

“‘When we hired the last two 
superintendents, finances were 
foremost in our_ minds,”’ 
Hamm said. “Mr. Miller and 
Dr. Allison both have strong 
financial backgrounds and 
were instrumental in bringing 
the district back in the black,’’ 
Hamm said. 

Bellcoff said a rumor is cir- 
culating that if Hamm is elect- 
ed, Hamm will appoint 2nd 
Ward Alderman Ron Grzy- 
wacz, who is running for re- 
election on Hamm’s ticket and 
is_opposed by Bellcoff’s daugh- 
ter Norma, to a street depart- 
ment job. 

Hamm said that is only a 
rumor.

“If Mr. Grzywacz knew any- 
thing about what he is talking 
about, he would know that the 
research department doesn’t 
do offerings,” Norma Bellcoff 
said 

Hamm said the political 
bickering that took place at 
the council meeting was unfor- 
tunate 

“That kind of stuff does not 
reflect well on our communi- 
ty,”’ Hamm said.

With 
the pension. fund, they will 
have to contribute 9 percent, 
Bathon said.

Bowler said he ran into a 
Similar situation during his 
stint on the City Council when 
he served as chairman of the 
Finance Committee He 
warned that the city was $1.8 
million in debt, but the rest of 
the officials would not 
acknowledge. the. debt until 
after elections, Bowler said 

IN CONCLUSION — Selph 
said his goals are continued 
ensured safety and quality of 
life for residents, continuing to 
clean up the city by enacting 
ordinances with “more teeth”, 
continuing to balance the bud- 
get with no tax increases, and 
building youth center.

But Nighohossian issued his 
opinion Tuesday night that the 
limitation on the number of 
political signs is a violation of 
free speech rights. 

He cited a recent U.S 
Supreme Court case involving 
the city of Ladue. The court 
ruled in that case that a Ladue 
prohibition against any signs 
was unconstitutional. 


Nighohossian said the 
Supreme Court ruling allowed 
municipalities to regulate the 
physical~ characteristics of 
signs, but not the content or 
mumber 


Nighohossian said he will 
move to dismiss any court pro- 
ceedings resulting from 
attempts to enforcement the 
ordinance

determine if Valle’s claims in

According. to 1995 Granite 
City Police Pension Fund 
records, investment managers 











were paid $24,217 to manage 
the fund’s $11,136,584 that year.

Fire pension fund records 
show advisers were paid 
$15,385 to manage that fund in 
1995. Valle was paid $600 in 
expenses. 

Miller said the information 
shows that Valle does not per- 
sonally manage $30 million in

Miller said the city’s current 
strong financial position is the 
result of foresight and tough 
decisions made eight years 
ago.

Four qualified candidates are seeking the mayor’s 
seat. All four men have experience in government and 
each has contributed worthwhile ideas throughout the 
campaign. 

Dewey Melton has some very valid concerns about 
property values, and he has shown he is familiar with 
problem-solving techniques. Melton-is unquestionably a 
man of integrity and honesty. Yet we have heard next 
to nothing from him in the way of s ific solutions. 
Real ‘‘leadership’’ includes not only identifying prob- 
lems, but also proposing solutions to those problems 

David Partney is convinced that he can increase effi- 
ciency by eliminating township government and by hir- 
ing a full-time city attorney and city engineer. Those 
ideas are at least worthy of consideration. 

And Paul Ray Bowler, the ‘‘dark horse’’ in this elec- 
tion, has produced a wealth of concrete ideas: a $4 
million senior housing development; a housing court to 
resolve disputes, expedite the condemnation process 
and eliminate code violations; community policing;

Sneezing, coughing and snif- 
fling just seem to go with life 
in the Midwest, but there are 
medications that can treat 
allergies effectively, if they 
are used properly, according 
to registered pharmacist Glen 
Kohnz. 

It has been estimated that 
allergies cost businesses in the 
United States several billion 
dollars a year due to employ- 
ee’s lost time from work, 
improper medication use, and 
other medical conditions 
caused by long-term allergies, 
such as sinus infections and 
ndsal polyps. This does not 
include the costs of the medi- 
cations used to treat allergy 
symptoms 

Antihistamines are frequent- 
ly a misunderstood class of 
medications. They are often 











combined with other medica- 
tions in various preparations, 
making it difficult to, deter- 
mine if you need all the medi- 


cations or what type of medi- 
cation you need to treat 


* individual symptoms. 






Anti amines are used to 
treat typical allergy symp- 
toms, a runny nose with a 
élear; watery discharge, sneez- 
ing, and itchy eyes, nose and 
mouth. They work by blocking 
the effects of histamine, a sub- 
stance that is produced by the 
body when it is exposed to pol 
lens or other allergens that the 
body is allergic to, which 
causes the runny nose, sneez.

ing and itching. Antihistamines 
block the effects of the hista- 
mine, so the patient does not 
suffer from the symptoms. 

Antihistamines do not stop 
the release of- the histamine 
They just prevent histamine 
from affecting the body. This 
means they are much more 
effective if you take them 
before you are exposed, 
instead of after the first sneeze 
or other reaction. 

If you know you always have 
problems in the spring, for 
example, take the antihista- 
mine before you start experi- 
encing symptoms and take it 
through the entire period you 
usually have problems. 

To determine which product 
you need, look at the two 
groups of antihistamines. The 
older products have been in 
existence for 30 to 40 years, 
have a long record of safety 
and are relatively inexpensive 
Children can use these prod- 
ucts, and many are sold over- 
the-counter, so you do not need 
a prescription to purchase 
them. Often, they are com- 
bined with medications for 
pain relief or nasal congestion. 

All the other antihistamines 
are equally effective, but they 
do differ in the amount of time 
they work. Some work for four 


hours; other are contained in 
time-release formulas, so they 
work over a 12-hour period. 
They also differ in cost. Some 
older antihistamines have 
eneric versions that are much 
less costly. 

Older antihistamines cause 
different side effects, so it is 
important to read the informa- 
tion on the package. They can 
cause a lot of drying of the 
mouth, nose and eyes, which 
can be uncomfortable. Some 
cause drowsiness and decrease 
your reaction time, so it would 
be better to take the medica- 
tion in the evening or at a 
time when you will not need to 
be as alert. This effect can be 
intensified if you drink alcohol 
or take other medications that 
reduce your alertness. It is 
possible to become accustomed 
to the drowsiness and not feel 
its effects, however these anti- 
histamines still slow you reac- 
tion time, making it dangerous 
to perform tasks that could 
require a quick response, such 
as driving or operating heavy 

pment or power tools. In 
very young children or older 
people, the older antihista- 
mines can cause the opposite 
effect, such as excitability and 
irritability.

The game was the last 
major sporting event to be 
held on the SIU Arena floor, 
which will be replaced as part 
of a $2.3 million campaign 
designed to benefit Salukis 
athletics 

Approximately $600,000 will 
go to the new floor, with 
$90,000,0f the current 
fund-raising program 
scheduled for lighting 
improvements and $450,000 
slated for seating 
improvements in the arena 

The new floor will replace 
the one that was put down 32 
years ago when the building 
opened. Yes, it’s the same one 
that seemed so spectacular at 
first but in reality was a 
nemesis to the legs of any 
players — men or women. 

Fortunately, SIUC 
administrators listened to the 
likes of former Pinckneyville 
High School star Shane 
Hawkins, who relayed what 
the likes of Walt Frazier knew 
30 years ago when the Salukis 
bounced from Carbondale to a 
National Invitation 
Tournament title. 

“The extra cushion of the 
new floor could help. save our 
energy more than the old 
one,” said Hawkins. ‘‘We were 
pretty tired at the end of the 


season.”
